No. Genl/ Amend/12 — In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred ty section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 
1948, (34 of 1948), the Employees’ State Insurance Corpora- 
tion hereby makes the following further amendments in 
the Employees' State Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950, 
the same having been previously published, as required by 
sub-section (1) of the said section, namely: — 

In the said Regulations: — 

I. After sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 10, the following 
clause shall be inserted after the existing clause (f): — 

(g) “Members of the Medical Benefit Council nominated 
by the Central Government under clauses (e), (f) 
and (g) of section 10 of the Act, residing in the 
area, ex-officio,’’ 

II. In Regulations, 14, 15, 17, 17-B, 26, 95-A, and Forms 
1, 2, and 3, the words “appropriate Regional Office” and 
“Regional Office”, wherever appearing shall be substituted 
by the word “appropriate office”. 

III. Regulation 30 shall be substituted by the follow- 
ing:— 

“30— Contribution Stamp Book/Franking Book — Every 
employer shall keep a contribution stamp/frank- 
ing took in such form as may be prescribed by 
the Director General from time to time in which 
shall be entered all purchases /settings and utilisa- 
tions of contribution stamps/franks as the case may 
be by the employer and such book shall be open 
to inspection by an Inspector or any other officials 
of the Corporation authorised by it”. 

IV. After Regulation 63, the following proviso shall be 
added : — 

“Provided that where only one claim in Form 13 and 14 
is submitted in respect of more than one certifi- 
cates, such Form 13 or 14 shall be deemed to be 
appropriate to all such certificates”. 

V. In Form 13 and 14 the phrase “I have not been at 
work since the date of last certificate sent to you”, shall be 
substituted by the phrase “I have not been at work since 
the date of last/first certificate sent to you”. 

At the end of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 95-A 
after the word “himself”, the following words shall be 
added ; — 

“or in the case of death of the insured person till 
such date up to which the insured person would 
have remained entitled to medical care, had he 
survived”.
